Many DifficulUes Of Bio- 
griipher Pointed Out To 
Audience 

W. WERRY SPEAKS 

Suhjects Of Lecture Led 
Checkered And Unusual 
Careers. 

Famous eccentrics in English Liter^ 
ature, Lafcadio Heam, Herman Mel- 
ville, Henry Thoreau, George Glssing 
and Samuel Butler, were the subject 
of an address by Wilfred Werry at a 
meeting of the St. James' Literary 
Society, last 'night in the Engineering 
Institute on Mansfield street. The 
speaker pointed out that he consider- 
ed these authors .eccentric from the 
point of view of their biographies and 
not necessarily in character; . 

The speaker gaye'j a .brief • resume of 
the difficulties éxpnlaîècÂ by a biog- 
rapher, such as the expurgation of 
letters of famous men by thelr^smjtt- 
live reatlons, conflicting acMwSfô 
their lives and the tendency -S^'maoy! 
bioflraptales to empiiasize the sex life 
of their subjeet in preference to any 
other eonsidwatlbn. As an example 
of .this, speaker 'Weny dted the 
biography of Poe written by an emin- 
ent American professor • which ex- 
plabied the attitude of all hi* writ- 
ings by the fact that he was Impotent 
which sundry letters prove was most 
decidedly not "the case. In spite of 
all these obstacles, however, biogra- 
phy is an absorbing pastime, and a 
good deal of interesting dsta can 
be gathered. 

Lafcadio Houm 
Lafcadio Heam was born on an Is- 
land off. Greece, of a Greek mother 
Mid an Irish father. Shortly after 
th^, the. family moved back to Ire- 
Icadio's mother objected to

quarreUed with his father and 
went home. The child was brought 
up in an atmosphere of turmoil and 
'(^Iwp^tentme^t, He was sent to a 
JMult' College, whence he was ' ex- 
pelled, owing , to his rather sensual, 
tendencies. /^HéainT^mlê^ted to the 
•X^tted'-Statii'^^ 

JouTDBlist in ' ponneticut. He ^ m'tur- 
ried a negress w^o was kind to him, 
and was forced by local legislation to 
move to New Orleans. 

Here he did translation of Frencb 
Classicis, and this - the cause of 
his rather florid style in his earlier 
writings, which were mainly about 
South Sea Island adventure. His next 
move was to Japan, whence he never 
rettimed. He was naturalized after 
marrying a native, lady, and died In. 
1904. He was a strange,' shy, but 
rather •sénsualvnuuuv.t,^^ 

Hennw MeivUle ■ 
Herman Melville was the son of 
painfully respectable parents. His 
father was pompous and hypocritical, 
his mother cold and proiid. He ran 
away from home, became a sailor, and 
consequently . he was short ; on educa- 
tion. This fact is evident in bis 
novels "Rédfern" and "Typee," where 
his 'style Is redundant and complicat-

Lieut. Brown Outlines Ac- 
tivities Of Carps Since 
FormatioiB 

ONLY ONE IN WAR 

Major Smart Fhrst Com- 
mander In 1912 Fk«f. 
McKergow First 
Adjutant 

"ïveiy member of the MeOlll 
dwpB must fed proud" stated Lieut. 
George Brown in the course of an 
address on the history of the McGill 
C.Ô.T.O. (i48th Btn. 0^!J.) recently 
Lieut Brown sketehed the Wstory of 
the Unit since its foundation dealing 
particularly with the distinctive fea- 
tures of the Mcam Corps, which is 
the eldest O.T.Ç. .outside the British 
Isles and the only Corps outside the 
British Isles with "battle honouis." 

Tile speaker began by describing 
conditions at the. beginning of the 
centwy .when undmn^i^. eouM 
qiMjify for cowi mÎKwWroK r the 
auspices of a jUUM^pS^^tee as- 
sisted by ^hom^^^SStuarters. 
In England at this time as a result 
of the experiepes. of the .Boer War 
Lord Haldane had adtiiwd tlie toima 
tion of Territorial Forces shd ss part 
of the scheme , had . sstablisbed In 
the prlncipslJ,^É^ÉoaMm 
to provMe i^^BaSfmf&S^&èi arose 
Formation isu 

In 1809 Imperial offteen stationed 
in Canada advised ths fcnnatton of 
such a Corps here which was done 
in November 1913. The fint com 
manding officer i'.imi^MiJor Smart 
then a professor '?aiS'^'>nOtll now a 
deputy minister at Ottawa. , The first 
adjutant was Capt. McKiergow now 
Major, and. a pro few ^ ^ at McOill.

"ihe Lost Symphoiyr'' wias -;»i»itten 
by Miss Allen Just after the war,- and 
was 'part of a movement to"pn>test 
against some of the unfair clauses of 
{he Vérsailies Treaty. Things hap- 
pent^, and the play never saw the 
boaMs until last night, when a oast 
of seven women voiced sentiments 
thÀt showed how eternal is the prob- 
lem of nattonoUstie short-sightedness, 
and the difficulty of obtaining Justice 
that will be mmffected by petty self- 
cetitred^ Jealousies and intrigues. The 
portrayal iii the ''second movement"— 
the aotiial meat of the play was 
pitched rather high and artificially. 
Good lines were not always equalled 
by the actreissefi, who seemed to over- 
act in thèir effort to add to the dir- 
ectness of the script.

from his explorations. It should not 
be long and complication should be 
avoided. For example, metallic bodies 
are generally Igneous rocks may be 
divided Into two classes, namely, flne- 
grahied or coarse-grained.
